Hardlf  less  important  than  lighthouses 
to  the  si&ty  of  the  mariner  are  the  buoy* 
that  mark  the  channels  and  point  out 
the  dangers  of  the  way  They  »rtmad« 
of  wood  or  metal,  and  are  often  hollow. 

1  hey  ar,,*  of  various  shapes  and  oolore— 
partly  t»  render  them  conspicuous,  and 
partly  t*  distinguish  them  from  one  an¬ 
other.  .Sometimes  they  point  tut  the 
b,st  channel :  sometimes  they  warn  the 
mariner  away  from  the  shoals ;  90TP®' 
times  they  form  a  continuous  double 
line,  between  wtuch  ship*  canpasein 
safety  .  *  A  hollow  conical  buoy  is  called 
a  “ca|  buoy  ,"  a  double  conical  buoy 
is  rolled  a  “nun  buoy;’’  A  floating 
wooden *par  is  called  a  "spar  buoy. 
The  different  cofars  indicate  upon  which 
side  they  must  be  passed.  1  he  color* 
are  tixefl  by  laws  of  Congveea  in  the 
United  States.
